Macon, Ga., March 26.—(Special.)—The 
body of Senator Colquitt will be buried 
beside the grave of his first wife in Rose Hill 
©emetery at Macon. This is one of the 
most beautiful burial grounds in the south, 
and is an appropriate and lovely resting 

for the mortal remains of Georgia's 
distinguished statesman, soldier and patriot. 
His first wife was Miss Dollie Tarver, 
daughter of General Hartwell Tarver, and 
was one of middle Georgia’s most beauti- 
ful and. accomplished belles. 

Colonel William H. Ross, of this city, 
the nephew of Senator Colquiit’s mother, 
receivéd the following telegram this morn-

“Washington, D. C., March 26.—To Col- 
onel William H. Ross: Please make neces- 
gary arrangements to receive Senator Col- 
quitt’s remains and funeral party. Secure 
undertaker to take charge at Macon.

Colonel Ross has secured the services of 
Undertakers Wood & Bond, and will have 
everything in readiness for the reception 
and burial of the remains here. Wood & 
Bond had charge of the funeral of Justice 
L. @. C. Lamar when he died and was 
buried in this city last year. It is expect- 
ed that the funeral of Senator Colquitt will 
be one of the most imposing ever seen 
fn the south. There will be many leading 
dignitaries of state and national govern- 
ment present, and hundreds of prominent 
citizens from all over Georgia. 

The remains will be met at the depot by 
the military companies of the city, the 
mayor and council, members of the bar and 
board of trade, Confederate Survivors’ As- 
sociation of Bibb County, and thousands 
of citizens. When the news of the sen- 
ator’s death was received in Macon today 
there was deep and general sorrow. The 
courts adjourned in respect to his memory, 
and the flags of the city and on the ar- 
mories were put at half mast.

OUR HONORED DBAD. 


Preparations for the Funeral and Burial 
of Senator Colquitt. 


MEETING OF CITIZENS TODAY AT TEN 


The Body Will Lie in State in Atlanta from 
6:30 Till 11:30 Tomorrow. 
Burial in Macon. 


The flag over the state capitol will be 
placed at half mast and all departments of 
state will be closed tomorrow in honor of 
the memory of Georgia’s distinguished 
dead. 

Governor Northen has issued a proclama- 
tion to this effect. 

The proclamation was written yesterday 
after the news of the death of Senator Col- 
quitt reached Atlanta. 

The sad news of the death of Georgia’s 
senior senator came by wire from Wash- 
ingtom early yesterday morning and short- 
ly after breakfast it was known all over the 
city. 

Following is the proclamation issued by 
the governor: 

“March 26, 1894.—To the People or Georgia: 
It fs with profound sorrow that I announce 
to you the death of Senator Alfred H. Col- 
quitt, which occurred in Washington, D. C., 
this morning at 7:20 o’clock. 

“The people whom he had served so long 
and so well have for months witnessed, 
with tender sympathy his great suffering. 
Although stricken with a painful and fatal 
disease, General Colquitt remained at his 
post of duty, like the Roman _ sentinel, 
guarding the interests of his country, until 
the coming of the appointed hour. While 
we remember him as the hero of Olustee, 
the valiant champion of his people’s rights 
in the dark hour of our history, the con- 
servator of their interests in the office of 
governor and as the fearless defender of 
their rights in the senate of the United 
States, we must say that nothing in his 


life has won the love and gratitude of his 
_ people so much as the heroic and self-sac- 


| rificing death he has suffered in 


the dis- 


| charge of his duty. 
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“In war and in the better victories of 


{ 
peace he had long been a leader of his peo- 


ple. His services in the field are part of 
the written history of his country. His ser- 
Vices in peace, as governor, representative 


' and senator, have added luster to the name 


of his state, and have ever been in the in- 
terests of surer peace, better feeling among 
all sections of our country and the develop- 
ment and prosperity of the commonwealth. 
He leaves to Georgia the priceless results 
of his long labor in her behalf, and the 
cearer memory of his great name. Georgia 
will never cease to honor him, and she now 
serrowfully numbers him among her illus- 
trivous dead, whose souls ‘still rule us from 
their urns.’ 

“In honor of his memory, I direct that 
the flag over the capitol be place@ at half 
mast; and that all departments of the 
state government be closed on Wednesday, 
the 2Sth instant. 

“W. J. NORTHEN, Governor.” 
Arrangements for the Funeral. 

Very soon after the first telegram was re- 
ceived in the city telling of the death of 
Senator Colquitt a number of citizens met 
in thé mayor's office to take some action 
with reference to having the body lie in 
state in Atlanta. 

Among those at the meeting were Messrs. 
B. F. Abbott, W. T. Newman, W. A. Hemp- 
hill, Clark Howell, B. H. Hill, H. H. Caba- 
niss, J. W. Nelms, W. H. Hulsey, M. A. 
Candler, H. E. W. Palmer, E. P. Chamber- 
lin, W. P. Hill, J. B. Gooddwin, Burton 
Smith, A. J. McBride and George M. Tray-* 
lor. 

It was made known to the meeting that it 
was the purpose of those in charge of the 
funeral at Washington to leave there Tues- 


| day and reach Atlanta Wednesday and that 


the body would be taken to Macon for 


burial. 

It was determined to ask Governor North- 
en to telegraph and find out if the body 
might not be detained in Atlanta several 
hours in order that it might lie in state at 
the capitol. 

The committee then adjourned to meet 
today at 10 o'clock. At the meeting today 
all arrangements for the funeral will be 
made. 

The Body Will Lie in State. 

According to the instructions of the com- 
mittee Governor Northen, in behalf of the 
people of Georgia, wired to Senator Gordon 
and asked that the body of Senator Colquitt 
might lie in state in Atlanta several hours 
before taking it on to Macon for interment. 

Late yesterday afternoon the governor re- 
ceived a méssage from Senator Gordon in 
which he said that the train bearing the 
funeral party would reach Atlanta at 5:50 
o’clock Wednesday morning, and that if 
arrangements could be made here to take 
the body to Macon in time for interment 
that afternoon, it might lie in state from 
5:30 to 11 o'clock, thus giving them time to 


| get to Macon in the afternoon. 


Governor Northen then wired to know 
vhat road would be preferable to take the 
body to Macon, the East Tennessee or the 
Central, and as soon aS an answer comes 
he will make arrangements with the road 
named to make the schedule mentioned. 
The United States court adjourned session 
yesterday in honor of the memory of Sena- 
tor Colquitt, and on motion of Mr. W. C. 
Glenn, who was conducting a case at the 
time, a committee on resolutions was ap- 
pointed.

EX-SENATOR BROWN’S EXPRESSION. 


Greatly Pained at Hearing of the 
Death of His Life-Long Friend. 

Ex-Senator Joseph E. Brown was ap- 
prised of the death of Senator Colquitt yes- 
terday morning. 

His health was too feeble to admit of 
anything like an interview, and though 
disposed, by reason of his long friendship 
for the dead senator, to speak of their 
close and intimate association, in public 
and private life, he was too much exhausted 
to endure the ordeal physically. 

“Say that I am deeply conscious of the 
loss which the state of Georgia and the 
country at large has sustained in the death 
of my honored friend, Senator Colquitt. I 
am too shocked by the announcement of 
his sad death, and too weak at present, to 
say more in regard to him or of his distin- 
guished services to the country.’’ 

For more than half a century, and for 
the greater portion of that time, intimately 
and well, the two senators were known to 
each other; their friendship was not of 
that light, ephemeral character, born of 
fascination, but the steady growth of years. 
It was the friendship or strong and rugged 
natures, each of them marked by its own 
individuality, and each of them rich in all 
of those sturdy elements which constitute 
the highest type of manhood. 

When General Gordon, in 1880, resigned 
his seat in the United States senate, Gov- 
ernor Colquitt, who was then in the guber- 
natorial chair, appointed Senator Joseph E. 
Brown to fill that position. The appvint- 
ment, however, was not based upon friend- 
ship so much as upon the ability and char- 
acter of Senator Brown which the friend- 
ship, existing between them for so many 
years, had disclosed to Governor Colqu.tt. 
The career of Senator Brown in the senate 
of the United States more than justified 
the wisdom of his appointment. Three years 
later, on the expiration of his term of of- 


. fice. and shortly after the death of Senator 


B. H. Hill. Governor Colquitt became the 
colleague of Senator Brown in the highest 
council chamber of the nation. . 

The same cordial relationship existed be- 


| tween them in the senate which had al- 
ways characterized them in private life. 
They were true to each other, as friends, 
while they jealously guarded the interests 
of the state and the entire country. 
Senator Brown is now confined to his 
home on Washington street, and seldom 
goes out. His health of body is exceed- 
ingly feeble, although his mind is as clear 
and vigorous as when wearing the toga of 
his senatorial office. His friends all over 
the country join heartily in the wish that 
his life may be long spared: : 


MOURNED BY HIS FELLOW CITIZENS. 


Brief Expressions of Sorrow at the 
Death of Senator Colquitt. 

The general sorrow that prevails through- 
out Georgia at the death of Senator Col- 
quitt is as genuine and deep as it is wide- 
spread. 

He was a man who claimed the affection 
of all who knew him at all well. He was 
kind-hearted and generous and when he 
came to know one well he threw such a 
spirit of tendermess over him as to win dis 
lasting affection and fondness. 

Among the men who figured in Georgia 
politics along with the distinguished dead 
there is a deep feeling of sadness at his 
death. The men who were in office at the 
same time he was, who came in contact 
with him in political and business relations, 
and who Knew him personally are sorely 
when 


worthy and most vauiuable friend 


Senator Colquitt died. 

Chief Justice Bleckley was talking about 
the death of the distinguished Georgian, 
and said: 

‘I remember Senator Colquitt with much 
tenderness. I recall him as my personal 
friend, always weady and willing to do 
something he Knew would please me. He 
Wis a kind-hearted man. He was cer- 
tainly one of the most striking figures I 
have ever seen in pubiic life. His address 
was pleasing in the extremest Sense, and 
he was one of the handsomest men that 
ever figured in Georgia political life. Of 
course, I have occasion to remember Sen- 
ator Colquitt with gratitude along with ad- 
miration, for he appointed me chief justice 
of the state of Georgia at one time. Losing 
sight of any favors he may have. shown 
me, however, 1 am certain that the-state 
of Georgia has rarely known among all her 
prceminent sons a man who was So success- 
ful, so shrewd and so gifted in wielding 
and shap.ng destinies of political cam- 
paigns. He was surely a talented man.”’ 

Judge Simmons, of the supreme court, 
said: ‘‘Surely if there is a man in all Geor- 
gia that ought to have sad and yet pleasant 
remembrances of Senator Colquitt it is one 
of the men who shouldered his muskeg and 
went to war under his leadership and fol- 
lowed him in the conflict between the 
states. I am one of those men. I joined 


the company that went to war with the 
Senator right here in Atlanta, or rather 
out at Walton springs. I was thrown with 
him from the very first and have been 
thrown with him a great deal since the 
war. I recall him as one of the most free- 
hearted men in the world. I never knew a 
man more willing to help a friend in my 
life. He was one of the best-hearted men 
l ever Knew in my lLfe.’’ 

Captain W. A. Wright, comptroller gen- 
eral of the state of Georgia, said: *‘‘The 
first time I ever saw saw Senator Colquitt 
Was soon after he was inaugurated gov- 
ernor of the state. I came up to Atlanta 
and had a letter of*introduction to him. I 
noticed how Kind and cordial he was and 
how anxious he seented to give me more 
recognition than is usually accorded a 
Stranger with simply a letter of introdue- 
tion. Later I was appointed comptroller 
general by him, and that is how I came 
to be in this office. I was appointed to 
take the unexpired term Goldsmith. I 
came to Atlanta and entered the ofhice, and 
afterwards became associated with the gov- 
ernor, of course, more intimately than be- 
fore. I always found him te be that same 
whole-souled, tender-hearted man that I 
found him the fifst day I introduced myself 
to h.m. The best thing about him was his 
heart, and certainly that is the best thing 
that can be said of any good man.’’ 

Colonel S. D. Bradwell, commissioner of 
education, said: 

“Senator Colquitt was greatly - beloved 
down in my section of the state of Georgia. 
The people came to know him well down 
there, and they all loved to see him when- 
ever he came down in Liberty county and 
were delighted ‘to shake his hand. The 
people of southern Georgia all thought very 
Kindly of the man when he was alive and 
none will mourn his death more than-they.” 

General Phil Cook, secretary of state, 
said: “I knew Senator Colquitt like a broth- 
er. He was the easiest man to get acquaint- 
ed with in the wide, wide world. I came 
from the same section of country where 
he lived for a number of years. A number 
of years ago he was living down in the 
southwestern part of the state, and there 
I came to know him very well, indeed, both 
in private and in public life. He was always 
wanting to do something for a man he 
liked. Nothing seemed to please him half 
So well as to befriend a man. He was a good 
man and everybody loved him down there 
where he and I lived years ago.”’ 

Bishop Atticus G. Haygood said: ‘‘There 
has seldom been a man in public life 
consjderate and so careful of little things 
in this world. He was good to everybody 
and had a kind word for his friends and his 
acquaintances at all times. He was a good 
soldier. I knew him when he went to war. 
He was one of the most gallant young men 
of the confederacy. I have always thought 
very much of him.”’ 

Colonel N. J. Hammond said: “I have 
been an intimate friend of Senator Colquitt 
nearly all my life. I never was associated 
Closely with him in politics, for when he 
was governor here at home I was in the 
national congress at Washington, and when 
I came home he went to Washington as 
senator. Thus we were separated somewhat, 
but aside from this I knew him well in 
private life. My family and his family are 
most intimate. Senator Colquitt was always 
my friend. I loved him very much and fee] 
the sorrow of his death very keenly. In 
this, however, I know that I am far from 
being alone, for the people of the whole 
State of Georgia are bowed in grief at his 
death.”’ 

Colonel Mark Hardin, clerk of the house 
of representatives of Georgia, said: ‘‘I shall 
never forget the first time I ever saw Sena- 
tor Colquitt. He was at the time a young 
man and was enrolling clerk in the’ Georgia 
senate down at the old capitol 
in Milledgeville. I went there 
to apply for a position as. clerk 
under Secretary Glenn. I succeeded in secur- 
ing the position through the generous as- 
sistance of Colquitt, though at the time 
he did not Know me, had never seen me be- 
fore and knew nothing of my qualifications 
for the place. It was simply an act of 
kindness and it was one that I shall ap- 
preciate as long as I live. I was a clerk there 
with him and came to know him well. Af- 
terwards I saw him as congressman, and 
he was always the same generous-hearted, 
open-handed man. In all his political gela- 
tions and movements I have been his warm 
supporter, and I would have been until the 
end. He was certainly the noblest friend a 
man could have.’’ 

From an Old Acquaintance. 

Perhaps ofall the friends that Senator 
Colquift possessed no one loved him more 
than Major Warren, the well-known chief 
clerk at the executive department. Major 
Warren was intimately associated with the 
distinguished Georgian for many years. 
He knew him weil when he lived in south- 
west Georgia and afterwards served as his 
secretary here at the statehouse, when he 
was elected governor of Georgia. When Ma- 
jor Warren was seen by a Constitution re- 
porter yesterday and askec for some iittle 
word of remembrance of his life-long friend, 
tears came in his eyes and for several mo- 
ments he could not say anything. 

“jt makes it very hard to utter the senti- 
ment I entertain,” said he, ‘‘when I feel 
so keenly the sorrow of his death. I loved 
Sevator Colquitt like a brother: He has 
proved himself to me my friend on more 
occast‘ons than one. I used to love +o hear 
him talk. He was certainly a most enter- 
tuiiring man, so cordial, so polite, so gener- 
ous and so Fin’. He would come into the 
office and somehow his presence seemed to 
lighe up the piace. His nature was so sun-

grieved, for they felt that they had lost a 


shiny and bright. He always had a pleas- 
ant word for those around him, and made 
the labors bere in the executive department 
seem not half so tedious to all of us. I 
never have seen a man yet who after inti- 
mate association with Senator Colquitt 
didi‘t leve him.” 


Dr. O'Daniei, physician of the state pen- . 


itentiary, knew Senator Colquitt intimately. 
“Yes, I knew him when he used to come 
down in Twiggs county,’’ said the doctor, 
“and I knew his wives well. He married 
both times in Twiggs county, both of his 
wives being residents of that county. Ev- 
e*vocdy in Twiggy county thought kindly 
of him. He was often in the county and the 
people there were ‘his warm friends in all 
of his cumjaigns. As for myself, 
proud in calling myself one of his friends. 
Like every one who knew him, I was al- 
ways impressed with his goodness of heart 
and cordiality of manner.” 
NO. DAMAGE IN FLORIDA. 


Vegetables May Suffer, but Not Much 
Loss Is Feared. 
Jacksonville, Fla., March 26.—(Special.)— 
The sudden cold change in the weather in 
the last forty-eight hours has alarmed 
the vegetables growers throughout this sec- 
tion and in some portions of the state. 
Here, the thermometer fell to 44 degrees 
this morning and tonight it was 38 at ll 
o’clock p. m. The reports are that it will 
reach the freezing point in exposed situa- 
tions and all vegetable men are busily 
watching the thermometer. The prospects 
are that if 32 is to be touched, early and 
tender vegetables. will be hurt. Some think 
the damage may not be great. However, 
as the week previous has been warm and 
very good .growing weather, it will resuit 
in corresponding loss, if the temperature 
falls below the freezing point. So far, no 
damage is reported from this county, and 
doubtless none in the state of any conse- 

quence. 
Hard Freeze at Athens. 

Athens, Ga., March 26.—(Special.)—The 
cold wave has caught the fruit and early 
vegetables of Clarke county and nipped 
them in the bud. Ice was at least an inch 
thick this morning and the prospect is that 
it will be even colder tomorrow. ; 

It is early enough to renew the garden 
crop, but farmers express the belief that 
the fruit is almost totally destroyed. The 
forward wheat is in great danger, but may 
be saved. Peas were in full bloom, and to- 
matoes and potatoes were thriving nicely, 
but today they are blighted to the earth. 
Even the leaves on the trees are wilted, 
and the damage to everything in the gar- 
den and the orchard is very distressing to 
the farmers. 

It is impossible to estimate the amount 
of the injury. 

Coldest of the Winter. 

Opelika, Ala., March 26.--This section was 
visited by the most s€¢vere cold wave of 
the winter last night. All of the gardens 
are completely killed, while the fruit and 
tield crops are badly injured.

Atkinson had the opening and the closing. 
In outlining his position on public affairs, 
Colonel Atkinson reiterated his position on 
the necessity for prompt action in giving 
the people free and unlimited coinage of 
silver, according to’the demands of the 
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democratic platform. 


He declared that it is 


too late now to think of international agree- 
ment, and that free coinage could be begun 


at the present ratio.

Mined that this is not the correct ratio to 
preserve the parity, then that question can 


be settled. 
Mr. Atkinson stated that he conceived that 
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the only issues in the campaign between 
himself and his honored opponent were: 

How we stand on national questions. 

What equipment has each of us for the

Which, by his course toward the demo- 
cratic party, has evinced the most sincere 
desire to promote the interests of democ- 
racy? 

Which is best equipped as a leader to meet 
the opponents of the party in the coming 
campaign? 

He charged General Evans with unfair- 
ness, as he said, arguing that “I should not 
be clected governor and that he should 
for the reason that I represented the state

The Soldiers’ Home Again. 

He reiterated his position on the Soldiers’ 
Home, and, reverting to the question of 
What each had done for the state, called 
upon the general to say what he had done. 
what evidences of statesmanship he had 
given during his term as a senator before 
the war. 

“Are there any third party people here?’ 
asked the colonel. 

The answer was prompt and decided in 
two or three parts of the hall—‘‘You bet 
there are."’

Great Applause for the General. 

The demonstration which greeted General 
Evans was a remarkable one. Colonel At- 
Kinson had been applauded throughout his 
Speech, but the applause was not anything 
as compared with that which greeted the 
general when he rose in response to the in- 
troduction of Colonel Black. 

He opened with a declaration that it 
moved him deeply to see that the people 
of Rome and Floyd county were true to 
the sentiments that give to the south its 
nobility. After thanking them sincerely, he 
briefiy outlined his position on national ques- 
tions. ‘Il am for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, as a matter of course,”’ 
said he; “that is my life-time conviction; 
Wwe want gold and silver on a parity and 
we want prompt action in bringing this 
about.’’ 

That Old Story Revived. 

The general referred to the old story 
about his age and declared that while Col- 
onel Atkirson had made an apology that 
the question had been reopened in 
Rome in a most insulting manner toward 
him. He referred to a publication in The 
Hustler, which declared that he had been 
born in 1824, and which paper calied upon 
him to dery it. He did this pointedly and 
decidedly, dealaring that he was but one 
month over sixty-one years of age. He call- 
ed upon Colonel Atkinson to Know whether 
he endorsed the reopening of that silly 
charge. 

The general got a hearty laugh by de- 
claring that he was glad that the question 
of beauty did not enter into this campaign, 
‘“‘for,’’ said he, ‘‘I may be able to cope with 
him when it comes to natural beauty, but 
when it comes to fixing up, I am'‘not in it 
with the gentleman from Coweta.”’ 

The general declared that his opponent 
wasn’t entitled to nearly as much credit 
for legislation as he claimed. He referred 
to these different claims and with reference 
to the $1,000 fee in the betterment case, de- 
clared: ‘I think that with my notions of pro- 
priety I would not have taken that $1,000.” 

Very Hot for “the Old Fellow.” 

He declared that when Colonei Atkinson’s 
legislative career was analyzed that it re- 
duces itself simply to this: That he declares 
that he is entitled to the credit of having 
killed the Soldiers’ home. ‘“‘Now,’’ said the 
general, “I am perfectly willing that he 
should, have all that credit, if credit he calls 
it; but ‘you bear in mind that he was not 
aiding the soldiers and not helping increase 
the pensions when he was preventing the 
establishment of that home. Hhe was simply 
keeping seventy or a hundred poor old sol- 
diers, who had no home whatever, from be- 
ing given one at the hands of a generous 
people. My friend,’’ said the general, ‘“‘looks 
at me so fiercely, that if 1 wasn’t an 
old confederate soldier I might be scared. 
They say they are going to make it hot for 
the old fellow. Why, haven’t we been in 
places hot enough without the sons of the 
‘south wanting us to make it hot again? Is 
it necessary for the sons of the south to say 
to the old soldiers, ‘You must go to the 
rear,’ and if one for the first time in his 
life offers for office that they must make it 
hot for him? There is something to con- 
sider in the life of a man who has done 
just what these old confederates have done. 
I am not ashamed to defend confederate 
sentiment.” 

Some Interesting Companions. 

The general touched on the references to 
his alleged candidacy in 1890. ‘‘Why don’t 
he go back to 1879?’ he asked, and then re- 
ferred to a card which appeared in The 
Rome Tribune published in that year, which 
suggested him as a possibility for the of- 
fice. He said he had no apology to make 
for being now an aspirant, as the call 
came from all parts of the state, and as 
he himself was a Georgian, thirty years old 
and upward. “I think I can afford,’’ said 
he, “‘when it comes to service for the state, 
to place my four years in the army against 
his sixteen months—for that’s what it means 
~—in the legislature. Yes, I'd like to put 
against that sixteen months one solitary 
pattie, and I'd like to put the hard 
marches in the colds of Virginia ugiirst 
those splendid times he has has at the |sirn- 
ball house,” 

He declared that Colonel Atkinson made 
claim to having conceived only one idea dur- 
ing: his eight years’ service. 

He referred to the charge wlhicn kad 
made been that he did not vote in 1892 and de- 
clared that he had voted in ‘oth ele ions 
that year as he had in every election where 
there had been a possible contest between 
the democratic party and :is opponents. 
In speaking of what he rad done, the gen- 
eral referred to the fact that he was a 
Breckinridge etector in 1800; wes a rwm- 
ber of the senate, “though he cidut do 

ny big thing.””’ He referredmodestly to 
me fact that the records show that he had 
sided in educating seventy-two yuung nen 
Speaking of his calliug, he de- 
that it should de cherged 


od 


that because a man is a preacher he should 
not be fit for a political office. 
A Pertinent Question. 


As to the question whether ie Ficuld 
take the stump for the nominee, he rey hed 
with an emphatic affirmative: | 

“If I should be nominated, how is le g0- 
ing to be of much assistance ii view cf the 
fact that he is going from one en cf the 
State to another declaring that i ari un- 
fit for the oftice? I declare that L be -eve 
that he would make a good governor, how 
what does he say about me?” 

As to the veterans’ associations, he de- 
clared that he had been organiz: ig thebe 
and assisting in the organiza ion ef tnese 
since the war. “I would scorn,” s-‘d he, 
“to use the confederate associa*ions to aid 
my candidacy, just as I would su :n tu use 
the legislature for the same pup‘ 8c.” 

Touching upon the “Atlanta rin:,” the 
general said: “My friend abuses /iianta 
for tooting its own horn, ani then gces 
about the state tooting his wwn as Ierdly 
as he can.’ He concluded with a hand- 
some tribute to Atlanta, whe city of which 
every Georgian feels proud. 

Many times did the general lave to stop 
to allow the applause to subside. \t the 
conclusion, he was cheered again «end again. 

There Was Some Confusion. 

There was some confusion wie Colonel 
Atkinson arose, on account of some pccple 
leaving the hall, but the vigor witn which 
he jumped into his reply pretty en put a 
stop to this. ‘‘l must,’”’ he besan, ‘ c: ltend 
the people from a gross charge. I stand 
here to defend them against the charge that 
any Georgian makes war von coutederate 
sentiment. As a southern man, ad cone 
whose ancestors have been scuthern since 
the days of the formation of this republic, 
as one whose brother died for the cutse of 
the confederacy, 1 love every memory wh'ch 
clusters around that cause, and cundemn 
any man who tries to show that there is 
in Georgia one man who does oppose that 
sentiment. And 1 condemn just as sironely 
and as strongly as 1 know how, any man 
who seeks to pervert it and use .t cor per- 
sonal and political ambition.” 

This was greeted with ioud applause from 
the Atkinson side and the Evans 
boys with ' eries for their fav- 
orite. Once Colonel Atkinson en- 
deavored to resume and then and 
once again cries for Evans drowned 
his voice. *“‘That's right,’’ he said, "Keep 
it up. Nobody has so great a rigat to whis- 
tle to keep their courage up as those 
who are going through a grave yard!’ — 

Khe Eimanuet County Letter. 

“The general has not met the ivsues I 
asked him to meet,’’ declared Mr. A\ikin- 
son. “Il asked him whether he nad been 
invited to make a speech in .‘v2 anid what 
he said; he dodged the question. I hold in 
my hand a letter which deciarss tat ke 
was asked to make the speech in Rmipuel 
county, but déclined to do it because Le was 
a minister. The fact that he was a niin si¢r 
stood in his way in 1892, when the parity 
wanted him, why should it not stani i )is 
way now? 

“The general has deserted the jia’*crm 
on which he entered the race. Whe he 
read my announcement, he came out tne 
day after, and said—‘Me, too!’ Whea te 
read my speech at Forsyth, ne came cut 
and said, ‘Me, too.’ Go back to his inter- 
view in September, 18938. He stands there 
the friend of the national bondholder; he 
favors an income tax, pravided that we can’t 
get money anywhere else. There’s the 
record. There’s his position—that and his 
‘Me, too,’ on other questions. 

‘“‘He says lovingly that he has been rais- 
ing up democratic sons. Rip Van Winkle 
slept twenty years and no sons were borne 
to him in that time. So far as issues are 
concerned , my distinguished friend has 
been going through a Rip Van Winkle since 
the war. Rip slept through the revolution, 
my friend has slept through the days of 
reconstruction and through the third parry 
wal 

“Can the democratic party,” said Colonel 
Atkinson in conclusion, “live if it must 
carry to highest offices men who never dis- 
cover that political reforms are needed until 
they find that they need office?’ 

The colonel concluded with a reference to 
the charge against him for receiving that 
one-thousand-dollar fee. ‘‘Hasn’t he receiv- 
ed pay for his preaching”?’ szid he. “I am 
a lawyer, and 1 simply receive pay for my 
legal services.”’ 

Floyd Is All Right. 

Colonel Atkinson’s conclusion awoke con- 
siderable more applause than his opening 
speech. As the crowds went out of the 
courthouse, everybody seemed satisfied as 
both sides were positive that their man 
had the better of it. 

As to Floya county, there is every indi- 
cation that it will be in the Evans column. 
Colonel Atkinson has, it is true, some strong 
elements supporting him, but the majority 
sentiment seems to be in favor of the gen- 
eral.

MORGAN 10 SPBAK. | 


What He Has to Say Upon the Existing 
Situation. 


WILL BE MADE PLAIN TO ALABAMA 


An Effort to Limit the Circle of Voters in 
the Election of Delegates to the 
State Convention. 


Selma, Ala., March 26.—(Special.)—The an- 
nouncement that Hoa. John T. Morgan will 
address the voters of the state at an early 
date has set the cuckoo brethren to weep- 
ing. it is remarkable to see the anxiety 
cf those who want to see the Wall street 
democracy triumphant. They think that 
there is no necessity for the reappearance 
of Morgan upon the scene; that no one 
has any idea of disturbing nim, and that 
his presence upon the stump might, in 
some way, interfere with the gubernatorial 
race. The idea that Colonel Oates would 
be engaged, in any ‘way, in obstructing 
Senator Morgan is scouted by his friends 
as preposterous. 

“It is not true,’ said Mr. McIver, of The 
Montgomery Advertiser, ‘‘that Colonel Oates 
wants to occupy Senator Morgan’s seat. 
His great desire is to be governor of Ala- 
bama. In some future race, he will take 
care Of his senatorial aspirations.’’ 

All of which is very comforting, but, then, 
politics is a very tricky game. When it 
is recollected that Colonel Oates, during his 
recent series of speeches, wis very reserved 
in his compliments to the two senators 
who have represented Alabama so ably in 
the senate, a better idea of his feelings 
toward them may be ascertained. There 
are Alabamians, and thousands of them, 
who feel proud of the superlative ability of 
Senator Morgan, who stands today the 
democratic leader in the senate. They recol- 
lect that, when other .democrats voted 
for the repeal of the. Sherman act under 
the impression that it would be followed 
by effective silver legislation, Morgan was 
not one of the men led astray by this 
talse hope. He knew then, as has since 
been developed, that President- Cleveland 
had no idea of recommending silver legis- 
lation, and that the point then xiven up 
would be surrendered forever With the 
preserce of the true statesman. he made 
the fight for the peopie against the ma- 
jority of which Senator Sherman was the 
principal Nght, and went down finally with 
the colors of democracy flying aloft. 

The Plan of the “Machine.” 

The different counties of the state act 
upon the election of delezates to the state 
convention on the lth of May. The ‘‘ma- 
ehine,’’ which- seeks to commit. Alabama 
to goldbuggery, seeks first to lull the Mor- 
gan men to rest by the impression that 
their chief is in no danger. Secondly, they 
are resorting to every means to drive men 
out of the party lines, so that they may 
be the bet able to control vhe state con- 
vention. Every man who does not bow 
low at the mention of Cleveland's name is 
referred to as ‘a populite,’’ which is re- 
garded as sufficient to freeze him to death. 

After the elections of 1892 were over the 
Status of these democrats who voted for 
Kolb in August and for Cleveland in No- 
vember was the subject of consideration. 
The state democratic committee, of which 
Hon. A. G. Smith, of Birmingham, is chair- 
man, decided that all such men, condi- 
tioned upon their future adhesion to de- 
mocracy, should have the right to vote in 
democratic primaries. The work of the 
administration men just now is to question 
the sincerity of every such voter, unless 
he known to lean to them. They are 
asked for extra pledges as to the future 
and put under such moral espionage that 
many of them hesitate about being thus 
doubted and disturbed.

A Talk with Captain Johnston. 

Whilé in Birmingham I had an interesting 
talk with Captain Johnston, one of the can- 
didates for the governorship. He hag been 
talking almost daily in the different coun- 
ties throughout the state. 

When he was shown what Colonel Oates 
had said about President Cleveland’s fear 
of the New York bankers emptying the 
treasury within forty-eight hours, he said: 

“If I were president: I would just. tell 
them to come on, and when they had se- 
cured all the gold then I would pay the 
balance in silver. I would meet them on 
their own game of bluff, for that is all it 
is. If New York wants to ruin the coun- 
try just let them try it, and they will find 
that the country is a good deal larger than 
they are. We need the spirit of Jaekson 
in dealing with such people. Of course, as 
long as the president submits to the exac- 
tions of these bankers they will continue 
making them, but when they are presented 
with the alternative of killing the. goose 
that lays the golden egg they will come 
to their senses.,’’ 

Captain Johnston was in Anniston the 
other day, where he made quite an im- 
pression. When Colonel Oates visited that 
town he was received with a great deal of 
pomp, and rode up to the city in a care 
riage. Captain Johnston, on the contrary, 
declined demonstration, and walked up to 
the hotel, shaking hands with the voters 
as they passed.

Money and Low Prices. 

We asked,The Macon Telegraph the 
other day to tell its readers why it would 
be “criminal folly” for the United States 
to enter upon the free coinage of silver 
unaided and alone. Our contemporary 
hesitates about going into this part of 
the discussion, and, under the cireum- 
Stances, its hesitation is natural, for it 
would not proceed far before it would 
be brought face to face wéth facts that 
cannot be argued away. 

Instead of explaining its own declara- 
tion, our contemporary goes into other 
branches of the question that are equally 
as interesting and equally as important. 
It asks us “in what country is money 
less plentiful than it was fifty years ago, 
when bimetallism was the rule?’ Fifty 
years ago, the money supply of the west- 
ern nations was very rapidly diminish- 
ing and the people were experiencing 
the results of low prices and business 
Stagnation. The sources of money sup- 
ply—the gold .and silver mines—were 
running short of the world’s demand, 
and it was not until the gold discoveries 
in California in 1848-49 that an era of 
prosperity began. With an increase in 
the currency basis there was a welcome 
increase in the volume of currency, and 
this made itself felt in all the channels 
of trade and along all lines of business. 

But we think it may be safely stated 
that in proportion to population, trade 
expansion and industrial expansion, the 
volume of monev in circulation is from 
one-third to one-half less than it was 
fifty years ago in the countries that now 
have the single gold standard. Thisisa 
rough estimate, but it is not altogether 
a guess. It is to be borne in mind that 
these countries have reduced their mon- 
ey volume one-half by discarding silver 
as a basis for currency, and that, ac- 
cording to all the statisticians who have 
investigated the subject, almost the en- 
tire produet of the gold mines is now 
employed in the arts. The Telegraph 
itself admits that the demonetization of 
silver “lessened by half the basis on 
which the monetary and credit systems 
of the civilized world are built.” This- 
means, of course, that half or more than 
half of the money supply of the civilized 
world is no longer available. An in- 
crease of the currency based on gold 
would have produced inflation, and there 
has been no inflation, we know, for there 
has been a fall, instead of a rise in 
prices. 

But our contemporary seems to insist, 
in the face of facts which it acknowl- 
edges, that there has been no diminution . 
in the money supply, or, in other words, 
no increase in the purchasing power ot 
the dollar. “Otherwise,” it says, “it 
would be difficult to explain why the use 
of money offered in the market, like 
other merchandise, brings a lower price 
than ever before in the.history of the 
world.” 

It seems to us that the fact that the 
rate of interest in the money centers is 
lower now than ever before is an incon- 
testable proof that the purchasing power 
of money is constantly increasing—in 
other words, when prices are falling. 
The demand for loans falls off because 
those who might desire to engage in 
industrial ventures cannot afford to do 
so when prices are falling—when the 
purchasing power of money is increas- 
ing. It is an instinct of business to hold 
on to that which is going up and to re- 
frain from investing in that which is 
declining in price. Instead of a demand 
for loans there is a demand for gilt- 
edged securities—those that are guaran- 
teed beyond all peradyenture. The 4 
per cent bonds have not risen from par 
to 127 on account of the rate of interest, 
but because the bond is an obligation 


to deliver money at some future time. 


The increase of the purchasing power of 
money is worth more to the bondhold- 
ery than the rate of interest. The rate 
of interest is simply a measure of the 
profit that the, borrower can make on 
borrowed capital. That profit depends 
on the conditions that attend on the sup- 
ply of money and its purchasing power. 
A low rate of interest merely shows that 
there is ne profit in business or in in- 
dustrial enterprises, and, consequently, 
no demand for money to be employed in 
doubtful ventures—and all ventures are 
doubtful when prices are falling and 
money increasing in purchasing power. 


Tne 


money is rising in value those who own 
it practically take it out of use. Invest- 
ments in property and industrial enter- 
prises become unprofitable when values 
are shrinking and prices falling. Capital 
avoids them at such times and seeks 
gilt-edged securities. When there is an 
increased demand for such securities 
it is a certain sign that business is at a 
low ebb, and industrial enterprises un- 
profitable. 

On the other hand when business and 
industry are stimulated by a plentiful 
supply of money, prices rise and inter- 
est rises with them because under these 
conditions more profit can be made from 
money actively employed in business 
and industrial enterprises than when it 
is locked up in long-time securities. In- 
terest rises in a time of prosperity be- 
cause the demand for loans becomes 
more active. 

The Telegraph cannot commit us to 
paradoxes of its own making, nor to the 
bald statement that “the price of prod- 
ucts depends absolutely on the volume 
of the currency without regard to other 
conditions.” 

We desire to know and our contem- 
porary’s readers will be interested in 
knowing why it would be criminal folly 
for the United States to open its mints 
to silver without regard to the action of 
Europe. 


Would Be a Bad Bargain. 

Congressman Turner, of Georgia, is 
represented by The New York World 
as saying that-he told Mr. Cleveland “‘it 
would be better to sign the seigniorage 
bill and end the agitation of the silver 
question than to veto it, and thereby 
give an incentive to the reopening of the 
free coinage fight.” . : 

We believe Judge Turner has been 
misrepresented. We do not believe he 
made so preposterous a statement to 
the president. 

No democrat who voted for the seign- 
iorage bill did so with the thought or 
belief that a measure so inadequate was 
to be permitted to take the place of the 
platform pledge. No democrat, so far 
as we know, has so far forgotten his 
duty to the people and his obligations 
to the party as to propose to swap the 
platform pledge for the seigniorage Dill. 

The people would rather see the seign- 
iorage bill vetoed a hundred times over 
than to see the platform pledge repudi- 
ated. For this and other reasons, we 
think the correspondent of The World 
has invented the words which he puts 
in Judge Turner’s mouth. No member 
of congress is authorized to trade away 
the pledge of ihe platform for so insig- 
niticant a measure as the seigniorage 
bill. And if congress should so far for- 
get its obligations as to make the at- 
tempt (a contingency that we do not an- 
ticipate) the people would repudiate the

ABOUT THE GOVERNORSHIP. 


In an editorial about the governorship, 
The Griffin Call says of General Evans:

“It must be borne in mind that General 
Evans enlisted as a private, and his recog- 
nizegl ability as a fighter, leader and or- 
ganizer won for him rapid and deserved pro- 
motion. The private who is thus promoted, 
it seems to us, cannot be touched by the 
talk about discrimination in favor of the 
generals. The respect and admiration that 
the people have for him is due as 
much to his bravery as a private as to his 
ability as a general. General Evans as a 
private did all that a private could do— 
stood his ground, kept to the front, sent his 
bullets after the enemy, received wounds, 
and suffered in the way of hard tack, hard 
marching and scanty personal comforts.

THE SECRET OF A RICH MINE. 


A Man Condemned to Death the Only 
One Who Possessed It. 

Salt Lake, Utah, March 26.—Enoch Davis 
lies in the Utah penitentiary awaiting the 
death sentence as an atonement for the 
murder of his wife. He is a poor man, 
without friends. His case was eppeeled to 
the supreme court of the Unted States, and 
the decision of the Jower courts, ordering 
the infliction of the death penalty, was 
sustained. People of the territory who are 
conversant with the facts connected with 
the cruel murder for which he was tried 
are anxious to know why he is not exe- 
cuted, and are equally concerned about 
the cause for so much assistance having 
been rendered in attempts to secure an 
acquittal by prominent men. 

It now comes to lhght that this is the 
only Known living person who owns the 
secret to a great gold ireasure hidden in 
the dark canyons of the Wahsatch moun- 
tians. The gold fields are supposed io "be 
the richest in the great west. They are 
situated in an almost impenetrable gorge, 
about sixty-five miles eazt of Salt Lake 
City, on the Uintah indign reservation.

At the close of the interview the 
niiner departed quickly into the East moun- 
tains, accompanied by his son John. It is 
related that the old gentlenian had some 
deal with Brigham whereby he agreed to 
deliver his weight in gold to the president 
Within a specined time. 

In about six weeks trom the time of de- 
parture the father and son returned and 
delivered to Brigham two sacks of pure 
goid, weighing something over. eighty 
pounds each. The man was instructed not 
to attempt to work che claim, nor divulge 
the secret to any person. It was then 
the policy of Brigham, as leader of the 
church, to prevent the opening of mines 
Within the territory. He counseled the 
Saints to make irrigation ditches and 
elaim the arid lands, leaving the develop- 
ment of mines to future generations. 

The old miner died ana left his secret 
unknown to any mortal but his son. In 
jsio the son, John Fnodes, then a man, de- 
cided to again visit the gold field. He did 
so, and was supposed to have been killed 
by the Indians, as he never returned. The 
matter had almost been forgotten until 
Enoch Davis was arrested for the murder 
of his wife.

Deaconesses at tea! 

The hospitable iooking entrance door of 
the Protestant Episcopal deaconess train- 
ing house, at 708 Spruce street, is kept 
busy enough at all times swinging back 
and forth to admit blue-veiled, blue-cloaked 
figures hurrying to and fro on their multi- 
farious missions, but every other Tuesday 
afternoon subjects it to an additional strain 
for this is the deaconess’s hour of rest and 
enjoyment—their at home day. The fragrant 
ordor of tea and the clinking of teacups 
comes through the vestibule as a protest 
against the idea of aceticism which asso- 
ciates itself with a household of religious 
women, and guides to the cozy back parlor, 
where friends and relatives of the inmates, 
with an occasional stranger interested in this 
as yet novel institution, are made welcome 
from 4 to 5 o’clock p. m. 

Here portraits of grave bishops with pro- 
digious lawn sleeves look benignly down 
from the walis, while demure lice ladies 
in blue, with dainty white caps and cuffs, 
preside over a mundane-looking tea kettle of 
shining brass or hand around sandwiches 
till the decorous babel of everyday talk 
somewhat dispels the awe which to the out- 
side world enwraps the “women of devout 
Character and approved fitness,” as the 
canon dsoscr.bes them, who are preparing 
to be set aside for deaconesses. 

“What do you bave to’ do?’ the high-

The Premier of Engiand’s Official Res.

The official residence of the prime mini 
ter of England, No. 10 Downing street, plays 
a prominent part in English politics. The 
history of Downing street is practically the 
history of the British administration. it 
stands on the site of the famous cockpit 
made by Henxy VILLI, when he took over the 
Whitehall place fron: Woolsey and consid. 
erably enlarged its already grand propor- 
tions. It is known that Sir George Downing 
buiit the street about the year 1680, and his 
descendants sold the substantial brick build- 
ings to people of high rank.

Here 
North presided, Pitt expotmded his policy, ° 
and Grey, Peel, Palmerston and Bea- 
consfield sat with their cabinets. The de- 
coration of the interior of No, 10 is in the 
style of George I.’s reign, and was done at 
the suggestion of the earl of Beaconsfield 
prior to his taking up his residence there 
for his second administration, This old 
council room is of far finer proportions than 
the one on the first floor usea by Mr. Glad- ° 
stone. It is well lit and has an anteroom 
separated by folding doors. 

Ascending a flight of stone stairs a recep- 
tion room is reached on the first floor. Ad- 
joining it is the first lord’s official room. 
Here he opens all the important scarlet mo- 
rocco dispatch boxes, and here, too, Mr. 
Gladstone has held his cabinets. When the 
cabinet councils are in progress the door of 
this apartment is strictly guarded by the 
office keeper, who receives instructions from 
the ministers to send for any under secreta- 
ry or other cflicial whose services may be 
required. No one is allowed to enter the 
chamber unless sent for, and should @ mir 
ister be wanted the trusted janitor knocks 
at the door, ¥ hich is opened by the councll- 
or nearest to it. Mr. Gladstone used to sit 
in his own par.icular armchair at the table, 
and in such a position that it commanded s 
view of the whole room.

The anteroom to this apartment was Mr. 
Gladstone’s study. A small, but comforta- 
ble apartment, whose chief article of furnlk , 
ture is the famous old oak pedestal writing 
table, which, for six years, had been wait- 
ing in the storeroom for the fourtn advent 
to No. 10. This plain, but sustantal, article’ 
of furniture was reserved exciusively for 
Mr. Gladstone’s literary work, and woe be- 
tide -the person who ventured to disturb any 
papers that were carefully arranged on it. 
Nothing irritated Mr. Gladstone more than, 
to have his papers disarranged, and so pre- 
cise was he on this matter when he was 
prime minister that he is said to have 
known 80 well where he had laid down bed 
thing that he could find it in the dark.

FRUIT CROP DEAD. 


Great Damage Has Been Done by the 
Cold Snap. 


EARLY VEGETABLES ARE 


KILLED, 


The Wave Reached South Georgia Last 
Night and It Is Feared the Loss 
Will be Heavy. 


When the anxious farmer looked out of 
his window for the last time Sunday. night 
before retiring, he said, ‘‘If this wind Keeps 
up we will have no frost,’’ but he did not 
stop to anticipate the coldest day that has 
ever been known in the south at this time 
in March—the 26th. 

There was no frost. Unceasingly, angrily 
the howling wind raged all Sunday night 
and Monday morning. But there was a 
freeze. The thermometer began fa@ling at 
noon on Sunday and slowly dropped until 
at dawn yesterday morning it was l 
degrees below freezing. It was with a 
vengeance that the cold wave fairly threw 
itself on north Georgia and sapped the life 
out of the just-bloomed fruit, breaking at 
the same time, the record of the many years 
before. 

In extreme south Georgia and’ along the 
coast there had been no freeze up to 12 
o'clock last night, but by this morning the 
truck farmer and the peach grower will 
have had cause to remember the warning 
sent out Sunday and yesterday morning by 
the weather bureau. If the wind continues, 
there is little hope for any of the south- 
ern fruit crop, since there can be no “‘smudg- 
ing,’’ to any effect. The cold snap at this 
late season has been particularly unfortu- 
nate this year, as March, until now, has 
been the mildest March for fifteen years, 
according to the bureau record. Therefore 
the fruit must be well advanced in the 
southern portion of the state. 

At Savannah the thermometer registered 
2 degrees and at Montgomery it was. 25 
degrees. According to Director Mor- 
rill it is no storm, but a clear, cold wave. 
The melons and strawberries have been 
damaged sadly. 

“I think this about the coldest weather 
we have had this late in March for many 
years—ai least as long as the bureau has 
been in existence here. One eold day,’’ said 
Mr. Morrill, ‘‘was in March, 1887; it was on 
the 29th and the mercury dropped to 26. 
The warmest March was that of 1879, with 
an average of 58, and the coldest was that 
of 1891, with an average of 47 degrees. The 
highest temperature in any March during 
the past fifteen years was in 1891, on the 
20th. The lowest temperature was 17 degrees 
on March 2, 1890. There was-also the same 
temperature on the 19th of March, 1892. 
The average date for the last Killing frost 
has been March 24th, so this freeze is a 
couple of days late. I do not think that to- 
morrow will be any colder here, but in the 
southern portion of the state and Florida, 
it will go below freezing.”’ 

No one around Atlanta has a prettier 
place than Mr. Jerry Lynch, the well-known 
tailor. His home is near the end of the 
Edgewood car line and is a paradise among 
those who are fond of fruits, growing or 
perfected. It was a blue face he wore yes- 
terday when he came up town and, in dis- 
aga the result of the cold snap, he 
said: 

“It has killed, I think, about all of the 
fruit in this section of the country. The 
peaches had begun to show life and so had 
the pears and apples, but the’ blight is on 
them, so it looks to me. I don’t think Geor- 
gia will make half a fruit crop this year 
but I hope I am mistaken. My place is done 
for as far as I can see.” 

JUST REACHED SOUTH GEORGIA. 


The Cold Wave Had Not Reached Sa- 
vannah Yesterday. 

Savannah, Ga., March 26.—(Special.)—No 
damage from cold weather is reported yet 
in this section. The weather last night and 
this morning was not cold enough for a 
frost nor intense enough to do any harm, 
but it has been. getting colder all day. To- 
night the thermometer is down to 37 de- 
grees above. The truck farmers are ex- 
pecting a killing frost during the night and 
have taken steps to protect, as far as pos- 
sible, the early crops of potatoes, beans, 
cucumbers, tomatoes and peas. They have 
covered as much as possible. The vegeta- 
bles are far advanced. Fully half the crop, 
however, is unprotected, and if the freeze 
comes, it will probably do great damage. 
Reports from south and southwest of this 
point indicate the same or similar state of 
affairs. No reports of damage have yet 
been received. All expect the cold tonight 
to bring about heavy losses 


ANXIETY AT FORT VALLEY. 


If the Peach Crop Is Killed the Loss 
Will Be Heavy. 

Fort Valley, Ga., March 26.—(Special.)-- 
The freeze last night devasted nearly every- 
thing. 
what is the amount: of damage done the 
fruit crop, but good judges say the little 
peaches were in the right condition for 
a cold snap to kill them all, and even dam- 
age the trees to a considerabie extent. 
Others say it is early yet to pass judgment 
on the damage done to the fruit, and that 
it is impossible to tell. The crop had a 
hard freeze on it two years ago; there 
were icicles in the blooms and on the small 
peaches for some time, and then there 
was a good crop. Early vegetables and 
watermelons, that were up and growing, 
are all killed. Scme say the trees in the 
forests are killed by the sap being frozen. 

If the peach crop is killed by this freeze, 
it will cause a loss of half a million dollars 
to Houston county, and will be the cause of 
the Georgia Fruit Packing Company’s shut- 
ting down, thus throwing a large number 
of hands out of employment. The very 
worst is feared. 

The loss was also great on hothouse 
flowers, many of them having been put 
in the yards, as the weather was so warm, 


FROST EXPECTED AT AUGUSTA, 


A High Wind Blowing and Fruit May 
Be Safe. 


Augusta, Ga., March 26.—(Special.)—The 
cold wave that has struck the south has 
not as yet had any damaging effect on the 
fruit crop or early vegetables, but tonight 
it is very cold, and a frost is expected, 
which, of course, will do considerable dam- 
age. A strong wind is blowing, which far- 
mers hope will keep frost off or make its 
effect less damaging. 

At Mr. P. J. Berckmans’s nursery at 8 
o’clock tonight the thermometer is 37 de- 
zrees. Mr. Berckmans is of the opinion that 
fruit trees will not be badly damaged, as 
they are far advanced and will be partly 
protected by leaves. He thinks truck farms 
will be seriously affected by frost; though

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


Cold weather prevailed yesterday over 
the whole country. From the northwest 
in the Dakotas, where the temperature was 
many Gegrees below zero, cold, freezing 
weather extended southeastward to within 
a short distance of the gulf coast. Further 
great damage to the Georgia fruit crop 
may be expectea this morning, as detailed 
reports received late last night showed 
that the freezing line was extenaing to 
the far south in Georgia. Not a single 
southern state will escape the present 
freeze, unless it is Florida. Even in Florida 
frcsts will undoubtedly be fei: tn the norta- 
ern portion this morning, possibly a light 
freeze in exposed localities. 

Some eighty odd localities in Qreorgia, in- 
cluding some of the most valuable fruit 
growing districts, were notified of the ap- 
proach of the cold wave by telegrams early 
Sunday morning, sent out by the uairection 
the chief of the weather bureau. A 
further warning was sent out 
that frosts and freezing weather might be 
expected this morning in the extreme south 
Gecrgia. Probably these warniggs may 
have enabled many

tions.

Judge Pardee Hears the Arguments to 
Pot Mr. Comer Oat. - 


HENRY CRAWFORD SAYS WAIT AWHILE 


Messrs. Alex King and Leopold Wallack 
Argue fora New Receiver—Mr. Joline 
Declines a Responsibility. 


Savannah, Ga., March 26.—A _ petition, 
made by a committee representing about 
$2,000,000 of the $8,000,000 of bonds of the 
Savannah and Western railroad, to remove 
H. M. Comer, as receiver of that road, was 
heard before Judge Don A. Pardee here 
today. The case is pending in the circuit 
court for the middle district of Alabama. 

Judge Pardee intimated very strongly 
that he would make ho change, saying that 
he would be willing to do so if all or a large 
majority of the bondholders had asked it, 
but he did not know what the other bona- 
holders wanted. 

Mr. A. H. Joline, representing the Central 
trustee under the mort- 
gage, was unwilling to assume the respon- 
sibility of speaking for them. Judge Par- 
dee took the papers, however, and said he 
would take the matter under advisement. 

Mr. A. C. King, of Atlanta, in presenting 
the petition for a change of receivers, on 
behalf of the bondhoiders, which he and 
Mr. Wallach represented, stated that Mr. 
Comer occupied a very inconsistent posi- 
tion. He represented the creditors of two 
large properties, the interests of which 
creditors were different. He is put in the 
position of making contracts with himself 
as bétween them. Mr. Wallach held that he 
and Mr. King represented about one-third 
of the bonds, and said he believed he rep- 
resented the interests of all of them. 

Mr. Henry Crawford took the position 
that the accounts between the two prop- 
erties were in an unsettled state and that 
the question of the indebtedness of the 
Savannah and Western to the Central was 
now before the court for adjustment. He 
thought it better to await the determination 
of this matter before any action was 
taken. Mr. Julian T. Davies said the at- 
titude of the receiver was not to oppose the 
appointment of a new receiver if the bond- 
hoiders desired it, but he thought the in- 
terests of both properties would be best 
conserved by having them operated to- 
gether. 

Judge Pardee said he was willing to turn 
over the road into the hands of the bond: 
holders, or whoever they should name, at 
once, if all or a large majority of them 
wanted it. 

Mr. Crawford said ne represented more 
bonds than Mr. King and Mr. Wallach, 
and they did not desire it. 

Mr. Joline, representing the Central Trust 
Company, said under these circumstances 
he was unwilling, as their representative, 
to assume the responsibility, and Judge 
Pardee called for the papers, saying he 
would look into the matter. The opinion 
is, however, that he will make no change 
whatever in the receivership.

energetically combine at ordinary tempera- 
tures, become “more and more chemically 
inert as this temperature is decreased, until 
at 200 degrees below the freezing point of 
water they appear to be unable to unite. 
This may be otnerwise stated by saying 
that in the absence of heat there is no 
chemical affinity. Now, heat is known to 
consist in the internal vibratory motion of 
atoms and molecules of matter, so that 
it appears that in the absence of such vi- 
bratory \motions there is no possibility 
of chemical action. On the other hand, 
as the temperature falls the magnetic and 
electrical qualities of some or of all of 
the elements is exalted in a Se aoe 
‘ray. Thus, oxygen, which is feebdly mag- 
eetie rhage Be ms ome temperature, becomes 
strongly maghetic at 200 degrees, and when 
liquified, as it easily may be at such low 
temperature, it behaves like iron to a 
magnet, and will adhere strongly to its 
poles. At ordinary temperatures copper 1S 
six times better a conductor of electricity 
than iron, but the conductivity of. each 


' 4s increased by cold. Copper is ten times 


better as a conductor of electricity at 100 
degrees than it is at the freezing point of 
water, and the conductivity of iron in- 
creases at a still greater rate, until iron 
becomes as good as copper. 

It has been proposed to inclose electric 
corductors’ in pipes, to be Kept very cold 


by some of the well-known processes for 


extracting heat, such as are in common use 
for ice production, as the amount of copper 
less as the temperature 
less. It may be some time before 
possible to thus reduce the cost of elec- 
trical conductivity by running an engine 
to produce cold is certain, and it will be 
done when the cost of copper becomes com- 
mercially comparable with the cost of 
running an engine for such a purpose. 
Experiment. seems to indicate that all 
the metals are thus affected by cold, and 
that at absolute zero their electrical con- 
ductivity become: infinite, or, as it is more 
generally stated, the electrical resistance 
of metals becomes zero. The other prop- 
erties of substances are also profoundly 
changed so as to be radically different 
from what they are under ordinary condi- 
tions; cohesion, tensile strength, malleabil- 
ity, etc., become less and: less, so it seems 
altogether probable that the qualtities and 
states of matter so familiar to us as solids, 
liquids and gases depend absolutely vpon 
temperature, and that at absolute zero 
there would be neither solid nor liquid nor 
gas, and that electrical ana magnetic qual- 
ities would be at a maximum. This opens 
up a great field for speculation as to the 
nature of matter itself, when most of what 
we call its properties may be emptied out 


| of it by simply reducing its vibratory mo- 


tion.

‘TWAS A LIVELY MEETING 


And Congressman McLaurin and Edi- 
tor Gantt Sparred. 

Columbia, S. C., March 25.—(Special.)—The 
Spartanburg reform meeting yesterday was 
lively and full of pith, as appears from the 
Constitution’s special in today’s paper. If 
it had been run according to schedule it 
would have been tame and unprofitable, but 
Congressman McLaurin happened to be on 
hand as a looker-on and he created the fun 
by stirring up Larry Gantt. There were 
about one thousand reformer present with 
a slight sprinkling of antis. Ellerbe was 
also on hand and The Register today says he 
“retrieved thoroughly his reputation as a 
speaker, which had suffered a little because 
of the spell of sickness which prevented him 
fimshing his speech at Lexington last Sat- 
urday.”’ 

Concerning the presence of Congressmen 
McLaurin ani Shell The Register, which 1s 
backing up the straight alliance, anti-Irby 
wing of ihe reform movement, says: 

“They wer. present and the crowd de- 
manded speeches from them, as they had 
been attacked by a Spartanburg paper and 
the crowd thought they should have the 
right to defend themselves. Some schemers 
had planned to prevent them from speaking, 
but the crowd demanded the speeches and 
they got them, and got them hot and 
strong. 

“Congressman McLaurin broke the ice at 
once by sailing right in and giving the man 
who had attacked him a good dose. He 
said he appreciated the spirit of the courtesy 
and fair play that induced the crowd to 
give him such a warm invitation to speak;

“When the crowd had finished yelling 
the approval of McLaurin’s sentiment one 
voice shouted, ‘Hurrah for The Headlight!’ 

“McLaurin called attention to the fact 
that only one man had yelled for The 
Headlight, but the shouter could get no re- 
inforcements. McLaurin told him he was 
one poo-, pitiful little headlight by himself, 
which drew down on the shouter the laugh- 
ter of the crowd. 

“Prior to these exciting episodes McLau- 
rin had another spat with Gantt, who 
wanted to know whether McLaurin would 
support Tillman or Butler, and said some 
one had telegraphed him from Washington 
to ask that question. 

“McLaurin replied: ‘Neither vou nor your 
boss in Washington can bulldoze me. 1 
will support the man who stands flat-footed 
for our demands.’ 

“Gantt tried to claim that this was not a 
direct answer, but the crowd evidently 
concurred in the opinion that McLaurin 
was right in saying that Tillman ought 
only be supported just so long as he stuck 
to the principles of the farmers’ movement 
and no longer, and commended his position 
of refusal to say he would blindly support 
Tiliman without any reference to his prin- 
ciples.”’

1. There was no error in allowing the 
plaintiff to testify that her husband, after 
paying his “ecab-board;"’ which amounted 
to %, brought her $59 at the end of every 
month he was at work, and that he had no 
other means or resources except his wares, 
the evidence being offered to show what 
were the earnings of the deceased, and 
the objection being that the amount turned 


over to the plaintiff by her husband at 
the end of the month was no standard by 
which io measure his earnings. 


2. There*was no error, white explaining to 
the jury the law that an employe in order 
to be entitled to recover must be free from 
fauit, in using the expression that “the must 
mot have contributed to the injury.” ‘fh's 
Was no imtimation that there could be a 

tial recovery by such employe in case 

e contributed to bringing about or causing 
the injury. 

38. Under a rule of a railroad company in 
these words: “‘Conductors and trainmen are 
required to be at terminal stations thirty 
minutes before the ieaving time of their 
trains. Brakemen must examine the cou- 
pling apparatus and brakes before train 
Starts, and report to the conductor such as 
areénotin good order,’’ it wouid prima facie 
be incumbent upon brakemen to examine 
brakes only at terminal points, before the 
Stafting of a train. it was improper to 
leave to the jury the determination of the 
Meaning of the rule, and evidence was not 
admissible to show that employes of the 
company interpreted and acted upon the 
rule as meaning that it was a brakeman’s 


duty io examine the brakes upon a car 
taken at a station before the train left 
that station, without showing that the 


plaintiff so understood or so acted on the 
rule, or knew that the other employes did 
so. An ambiguous rule promulgated by a 
corporation for the government of its em- 
ployes in a dangerous service should gen- 
eraily be taken in its stronger sense against 
the corporation and in favor of the em- 
ploye. ‘ 

4 Where the court clearly instructed the 
jury that the railroad company could de- 
fend by showing that the employe injured 
Was in fauit or that the company was 
Without fault, and that if it established 
either of these defenses it was not liable, 
the expression, ‘it would be upon them (the 
company) to show either of these things, 
and if they (the company) fail tc show 
either one of these things the plaintiff would 
have a right to recover,’’ could not have 
misied the jury, and is no cause for a new 


trial. Tuking the entire charge together, 
the jury must have understood that the 


establishment of either cefense by the com- 
pauy wvuuld be sufficient, and that it was 
hot necessary to establish both. 

d& It was not error to refuse to give in 
charge to the jury the following request: 
“If the plaintift’s husband knew or ought 
to have Known of the existence of the al- 
leged defect in the brake before he at- 
tempted to use it, vr he could have Known 
it by the exercise of ordinary care and diili- 
fence on his part (that is to say, such care 
@s every prudent man wouid have used 
under the same or similar circumstances),—- 
if by using such care he could have discov- 
ered the defect, plaintiff. cannot recover; 
because the law is that a servant cannot 
recover of the master for an injury received 
in using defective appliances, eiiner where 
he knew of the defect before using it, or 
could and ought to have discovered it be- 
fore using it.’’ This is sound law in the 
abstract, but there was no evidence from 
which the jury could infer that the plaint- 
iff's husband knew of the defect. Hence, 
the request in some of its terms; was not 
applicable to the facts. 

6. In its charge upon the measure of dam- 
ages, the court erred in omitting to call 
the ‘attention of the jury to the fact that 

his declining years.the capacity of the 
deceased to labor in his calling, and his 
ability to earn money, might have decreas- 
ed. and that they should take this into con- 
sideration in fixing the amount of the dam- 
ages. In view of the facts of this case and 
‘the amount of the verdict rendered, there 
Ought to be a new trial because of this 
error.

TOLD THE DARK STORY 


The Band That Were to Rob the R. and D. 
Train Confess. 


THE DETECTIVES CORNERED THEM 


Andthe Six Men Told the Whole Story 
While a S:enographer Wrote lt 
Down—W ho They Are. 


oo 


A neat volume of typewritten manuscript, 
containing in picturesque language a sten- 
ographic report of the confessions of the 
} SiX men who plotted to rob the Richmond 

and Danville train at Belt-Junction a week 
ago last night, is what Detectives Woos- 
ter, Haney and Mehaffey have to show in 
answer to the unjust charge that the story 
of the alleged plan to rob the train was 
trumped up by them to show that they 
were wide-awake and at work. 

The otficers felt nettled at these circulated 
rumors, and for the two-fold purpose of 
setting them at rest and to dissolve the or- 
gan.zed band, they have obtained full con- 
fessions from the lips of every man cone 
nected with the plot. A stenographer was 
present and wrote down every word spoken 
by the men, and this, transcribed upon 
the typewriter, is in the hands of the South- 
ern Express officials. 

' The typewritten stories have a dime nov- 
elly and melo-dramatic flavor. Passages 
about m.dnight meetings, dark oaths, mys- 
terious warnings and desperate determina- 
tion fill page after page. Not a single 
phase of the plot remains in mystery. All 
is explained unreservedly, and in the pres- 
ence of three detectives the confessions 
were made. 

The procurement of the 
pletes a fine piece of detective 
officers who worked the case through all 
its delicate stages deserve great credit. 
They had to deal with mena of courage, will 
and desperation. Hard work and patience 
were required, but the officers were equal 
to the occasion and the full details of one 
of the most remarkable plans for robbing 
a train are an open story. 

Several days before the time set for the 
robbery the names of the men belonging to 
the cian of robbers were known to the 
tecRhves. The plot was unfolded to the de- 
tect.ves and they kept posted on every 
movement made by the would-be robbers. 
The story was one to be regarded by an 
outsider with skepticism, but the detectives 
, were furnished with certain details that 
convinced them beyond the shadow of a 
doubt that the scheme was a bona fide one. 
The men involved are all Atlanta men and 
are well Known. One of them is a member 
of a small business firm in the city. 

For several days the detectives watched 
the movements of the men with the strict- 
est attention. Dhe leader of the band, a 
tall, rough-looking man, with piercing 
black eyes and hair, resides at a boarding 
house near the center of the city. A de- 
tective went to board at the same place 
with him, and by watching his movements 
gained valuable information. 

The hcur of the intended robbery was 
made Known to the detectives immediately 
after it was decided upon at a midnight 
meeting. Then the officers began to make 
preparations to be on hand to foil the rob- 
bers. It has been suggested that the offi- 
cers Should have arrested the plotters at 
once and put an end to the dangerous en- 
terprise. This was altogether impractica- 
ble, as there was no legal charge upon 
Which the men could have been held. 

How the Southern Express officials went 
up to Gainesville and came down on the 
marked train has already been told. Less 
than an hour after they arrived in the 
city that night they knew just why the 
robbery had not been attempted that night 
and that it would be atempted on Wednes- 
day night. This inforarvation was authentic 
and undoubted. 

The movements of the detectives to foil 
the robbery gained such publicity that the 
scheme was abandoned. But the Southern 
ixpress Officials were not satisfied, by any 
means. They knew the band existed and 
felt that the company might be attacked 
by them at any time. Although no legal 
Steps could be taken, the local officials of 
the company resolved to break up the band. 

Last Saturday Detectives Haney, Woos- 
ter and Mehaffey, accompanied by an ex- 
pert stenographer, visited the homes of 
the men who are members of the robber 
gang. The leader was first visited, and he 
at first attempted to bluff the officers. He 
was jJoud in his declarations that he knew 
nething of the affair except what he had 
read in The Constitution, but the officers 
were not long in giving him to understand 
that they possessed inside information. 

The man wilted after a bit and told all 
the story, beginning at the first. As he 
told it a rapid stenographer jotted it down 
in a note book. He said that the band was 
organized just before last Christmas. It 
had the color more of a clan of laborers 
battling against capital than of a band of 
robbers out for booty. All the members 
were workmen out of employment and the 
organization was the resuit of a chance con- 
versation heid a. Grant park one day. 
The band held numerous meetings and 
made many plans, but preparations tor the 
successful carrying out of them could not 
be maae. From time to time the men held 
secret conclaves and plotted. ‘he plot to 
rob the Richmond and Danville train at 
Belt Junction was the only one that ever 
took shape. The leader said that it would 
have been carried out but for the violent 
iiiness of the wife of one of the band. It 
was postponed until Wednesday night, but 
the action of the detectives, which came to 
the ears of the plotters, discouraged them. 
The leader expressed himself as being very 
penitent. Every one of the other members 
of the band was visited and after finding 
that the detectives knew the inner workings 
of the gang told the story as the leader had 
told it, without material difference as to de- 
tail. These confessions were taken down in 
sporthand, also. Every one of the would- 
be robbers vowed never to attempt such a 
thing again. The detectives will treasure 
up the confession as a trophy of an excep-
